It is too early to say how much the cereals 
in that section have suffered. That can only 
be told after a warm sun has shone upon it 
for several days, giving the uninjured grain 
a chance to grow and wilting that which had 
its sap-vessels burst by the frost. The latter 
will show up as black, instead of green, the 
organism of the plant having been destroyed 
beyond repair. In general, however, we may 
say it appears probable that the grain crops 
have not suffered so badly as some have 
feared. But little winter wheat is grown 
within the area noted, and the spring 
wheat is not yet forward enough, there or in 
the further Northwest, to have been badly 
seared, It is probable that a rather large 
proportion of the corn will be found to wilt. 
But that section only contributes a small per- 
centage of the corn crop of the country, and 
still less. of that which -is merchantable 
enough to be sent to market. ‘The fruit sup- 
ply of this section will probably have to be 
drawn from the South very much more 
largely than would have’ been necessary but 
for the frost.

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The Correspondence of Gov. Ninian 
Edwards, of Iilinois. 

Gov. Ninian Edwards, who. died in Illinois in 
1833, was born in Maryland, and removed to 
Kentucky at an early day. In that State, where 
his political career began, he was elected to the 
Legislature, and held many and important 
judicial positions. In 1809 be was appointed 
the first Governor of the Territory of [llinois, 
and held the place till the Territory became a 
State. He was chosen one of its first Senators; 
was appointed Minister to Mexico, but 
declined; ‘and was.thén chosen as the 
third Governor of _ this State,  sery- 
ing from 1826 to 1831. During this period, 
extending from 1809 to the time of his death, 
he maintained a constant correspondence with 
the leading men, not only of Ilinois, but 
of thie Nation. He did not hoid the same view 
as the late Judah P. Benjamin, that the preser- 
vation of old letters is the cause of incalcu- 
lable. mischief, but saved, with a care for 
whichposterity has reason to feel thankful, 
all that He received. On his death the corre 
spendence passed into the hands of his son, the 
Hon. Ninian Wirt Edwards, of Springfield, and 


sons who took part in the correspondence or 
were referred to therein, were qualifications 
which specially fitted him for his self-imposed 
task; and the elaborate foot-notes with which 
he bas euriched the volume do not form the 
least valuable part of its contents, and consti- 
tute a biography of the leading men of this 
State and of the country for a period of twenty 
years. 

An idea of the letters contained in this rich 
collection may be obtained from the following 
extract from the preface of the editor: 

The correspondence publiis‘ied in this volame 
commenced when Mr. Edwards was a young law- 
yer in Kentucky, about the year 1800. He then held 
friendly relations with Henry Clay, John Pope, 
United States Senator for Kentucky, and many 
other .prominent men of that period in the State. 
It was from the time when Judge Hdwards was ap- 
pointed Governor of Illinois Territory, in 1809, 
that the letters now published begin to have a real 
interest for the student of history. Here will be 
found letters from Albert Gallatin. Secretary of 
the Treasury; John J. Crittenden: Martin D. Har- 
din, United States Senator from Kentucky; Benju- 
min Eloward, Governor of Missouri Territory; 
Joseph Charless, os oe of the Missouri Repub- 

in 


States Senator from New Jersey; John C. Calhoun, 
John Quincey Adams, Gen. Jackson, William Lee, 
D. Ewing, Felit Grundy, Sam Houston, Duff Green, 
Daniel Webster; John MeLean, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral; John .MeLean of Illinois; Mlias Kent Kane, 
A. P. Field, Hooper Warren, and many other gen- 
tlemen—all bearing on the events of the time. 

As is to be expected, politics and the offices 
are the theme of nearly all the letters. Now 
it is Duff Green laying Dare the plans of the 
Jackson men for the coming campaign; now it 
is one of Edwards’ own odntests; and now it is 
the fight between Reynalis and Kinney for the 
Governorship. Thé field covered is a broad 
one; the writers speak out what they mean; 
and, as a result, many of the dark places in the 
political history of Illinois are made light, 
though im some cases “the grand 
old statesmen” of sixty years ago 
do not appear as the perfect 
creatures that their friends have sometimes 
claimed that they were. Their methods in fact 
do not seem to have differed materially from 
those of today, except in being a little cruder, 
with more reliance on popular projudice and 
ignorance. It is a relief to turn from some of 
these letters, where all the friends of the 
writer are “ honest men ™ and all his opponents 
* dangerous individuals,” to a note like the 
following. which was written to Gov. Edwards 
by Daniel P. Cook, the man after whom this 
county was named, and whose memory bas not 
yet died out in the State of which he was once 
80 prominent a citizen. 

EDWARDSVILLE, Sept. 26, 1820.—In all cases 
where the happiness of parents is so much identi- 
fied with that of their children as I conceive yours 
and Mrs. Edwards’ to be, I hold it to be the duty of 
every tleman, before he makes an effort to ob- 
tain affection of any one of them, to consult 
and know the feelings of such parents; and, wish- 
ing, as J do, to communicate views of that kind to 
your daughter Julia, I therefore desire to be in- 
formed whether it will meet the approbation of y vir 
and Mrs. Edwards or not. On all occasions I shoul 
think this a proper course, but the more so in this 
particular case because I am preparing to interfere 
in the domestic relations of those who have been 
my friends on all occasions. In wishing thus to 
create a new relationship between us, I am 
not acting under the influence of feelings hastily 
awakened, but in conformity to those which my 
acquaintance with your daughter almost from her 
infancy has long since produced. Whether she 
entertains correspondent feelings or not. I have 
yet to ascertain; and in doing it I wish to tread on 
peaceful ground. I wish to know that no parental 
sensibility will be wounded. 

In making this communication, I hope I shall not, 
by any answer which your respective feelings to 
your daughter may dictate. jeopardize that friend- 
ship which I have had so many evidences of your 
entertai toward me. 

My desire to know your views, connected with 
the necessity of my early departure from this 
piace, I hope will afford a proper apology for ask- 
ing as early an answer as may be convenient.
